SAFFLOWER—A NEW 
OIL SEED CROP? 


When there is need for some new 
crop—as there is now for the 
panding irrigation acres in Alberta 
we should explore all poss§bilities. 
Safflower is an old crop in many 
parts of tiie world, Here, it is new. 
Safflower has matured often enough 
and yielded well enough here to siow 
some promise. But present varieties 
meed a longer season than we nor- 
mally have on the prairies. They 
vary in disease resistance, Safflower 
may become a valuable oil seed crop 
for parts of southern Alberta after 
the plant breeders have worked it 
over. Such are the conclusions re- 
ported by Dr. W. McGregor and W. 
Hay, of the cereal division, Dominion 
Experimental Farm Service. 

The safflower plant is an erect, 
thistle like annual, belonging to the 
composite family. It grows one to 
three feet high, is branched near 
the top and bears white to reddish 
orange flowers on the branch ends. 
The stem, about one quarter of an 
inch in diameter, shows no tendency 
to lodge. The bristling globular seed 
heads resist shattering when ripe. 
Sefflower may be sewn with the

ordinary grain drill, and is readily 
harvested with the small grain com- 
bine. Quite resistant to spring frosts 
its long growing season frequenfly 
exposes present varieties to our fall 
frost, 

Safflower oi] is readily processed 
for food use. In paints and enamels 
its quality is excellent. Residues from 
the oil extraction process are valu- 
able for livestock food although saf- 
flower ywotein is deficient in the im- 
poitant amino acids, methonine, and 
lysine. The plant sets seed best when 
dry weather prevails during the flow- 
ering period. Tise seed resembles 
sunflower seed and is about the size 
of a barley kernel. , Oil content , of 
25 to 30 pecent is considerably below 
that of flax, which runs’ around 40 
to 42 percent. A twevle-bushel flax 
crop produces about 225 pounds of 
oil per acre. Safflower produces un 
equivalent amount of oil from an 800 
to 900 pound crop. 

This yield was exceeded by eleven 
of twelve varieties tested on dry land 
;at Lethbridge the average being 1,- 
044 pounds. In the same year severe 
root rot halved this average on the 
irrigated plots. However, for six 
ot} ar varieties under irrigation, the 
five yeor average yield ranged from 
1,640 to 2,460 pounds, Althougs: 
these six varieties were low in oil 
content, their acre yield of oil aver- 
aged twice that of a twelve-bushel 
per acre flax crop. 

Failures, some of them complete, 
show that present varieties are not 
well adapted. Safflower as a prairie 
crop, is in the same stage of: develop- 
ment as wheat in the old Red Fife 
days. Good yields in favorable sea- 
| sons—complete failures when frost, 
| or rust struck before the crop was 
made, Plant breeders produced earl- 
ier wheats and disease _ resistant 
wheats to fit ou prairie conditions, 
Wirether or not safflower is “tailored 
to fit” ou conditions will depend on 
the economics of the vegetable oil 
industry.

REDUCE TRACTOR REPAIR BILLS 


Daily and weekly servicing can 
Jo much to reduce tractor mainten- 
ance costs, Tie air clenner is one 
dart of the tractor that in many 
‘ases does not receive the attention 
it should, C. A, Chesshire, Exten- 
ion Agricukure Engineer Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, says that 
regular daily, or even twice daily 
service of the air cleaner should be 
practised. As soon ds the oil in 
the unit becomes contaminated with 
it should be changed. The 
vse of a pre-cleaner, operating on 
the cyclone principle is a very worth 
while addition where dusty condi- 
tions prevail. This removes practi- 
cally all of the coarse heavy dust, 
and thus allows the oil to remain 
clean longer. 

At least once a week all hose con- 
nections between the air cleaner and 
carburetor stould be inspected.” If a 
leak is found it should be repaired or 
the part replaced, Several times dur- 
ing the season the bearings on the 
shafts of the choke and throttle 
i should be inspected, and if any play 
\is found they should be replaced or 
repaired, The epecautions keep dirt 
'from getting into and grinding away 
\the working surfaces in the head of 
the engine, 

Oil filters and the filter on the crank 
case breather need regular atten- 
tion if maximum economy is to be 
maintained, Follow the directions in 
the instr uction book carefully, These 
simple and regular checks will go a 
long way towards more _ efficient 
tractor operation. .

We are in western Canada greatly 
alarmed about the outbreak of foot 
and mouth disease. Our troubles, 
however, are much lighter than those 
being suffered in some other coun- 
tries, The latest news from Britain 
reveals that since last Noovember 
they have suffered from 250 different 
outbreaks and that 16,000 cattle and 
10,000 sheep and 9,000 hogs have 
already been destroyed at a cost to 
the government already of $3,000,000, 
That ,a standstil] order has been set 
up on the movement of livestock and 
that the famous British agricultural 
fairs and shows which have for long 
played a useful and stimulating part 
in the farming life of the farming 
community face a bleak and uncertain 
prospect. It has been found in Britain 
the herds affected with foot and 
mouth disease can be nursed back 
to health, but that the cost to the 
farmer is far too great and that 
slaughtering is in the end the cheap- 
est method. The individual farmer 
suffers severely from slaughtering, 
but it is felt that unless this is done 
a disaster on a national scale might 
occur. This is all particularly hard on 
Britain where a shortage of meat re- 
quires’ a weekly ration of only 22 
cents worth per person of meat and 
15 ounces of bacon. The foot. and 
mouth disease may reduce this mea- 
ger ration.—World of Wheat.

To Ontario during the year amounted to $1,209,369,000, while 


the sale of wheat brought $424,089,000. Both these figures were higher 
than those for the previous year. Saskatchewan, with a total cash farm 
income of $626,600,000 led the Prairie Provinces and came second only to 
Ontario among all the provinces except Newfoundland, for which there 
was no report, Alberta followed Saskatchewan with $470,400,000 and 
Manitoba had $260,700,000. The year 1951 marked a peak in cash income 
returns for Canadian farmers, and the figure for the year was fourteen 
per cent. higher than that for the previous record year, Which was 1949. 
The rise in farm incomes has been in keeping with that in other industries 
but higher operating and living costs have accounted for a large part of 
the farmer's increased earnings. It is to be hoped that the present year’s 
crops will be favourable and that they will help to keep farm income 
levels up in 1952.

CHICHESTER, England.—A hen 
hamed Duplicate smashed a 25-year- 
old world record when she delivered 
her 360th egg in 159 days on Fisher 
Farm at North Mudham, near here, 
Duplicate, aged 10 months, be- 
comes world champion egg-layer, a 
title held since 1927 by Lady Victor- 
ine, a Canadian hen owned by the 
University of Saskatchewan, 

“Lady” laid 358 eggs in 365 days. 
Duplicate, a North Holland Blue, 
began to attract attention early this 
year by her phenomenal laying feats. 
In one week she produced 26 eggs, 
nearly four a day. One every 18 
hours is considered good going even

$240,000 Flood Repairs 
REGINA.—Dr. L. B. Thomson of 
Regina said that the federal govern- 
ment has approved an expenditure 
of $240,000 to repair and restore all 
works on the Prairie Farm Rehabili- 
tation administration in the flood 
area of southwestern Saskatchewan.

300 to 400 workmen were affected. 


323 Birds Banded 

BALDUR, Man.—A total of 323 
birds of 31 different species were 
banded in the last 12 months here, 
according to a report to the Cana- 
dian wildlife service, Most were easy 
to trap and release after banding— 
except one hairy woodpecker who 
fed. at the station all winter and 
never entered the trap. 


Alberta Pioneer Dies 

RIMBEY, Alta.— Samuel Newton 
Rimbey, 84, the last survivor of three 
brothers who led a trek from Kansas 
to Alberta more than half a century 
ago, died here recently. 


$10,000 For Bounties 

EDMONTON. — The Alberta gov- 
ernment is providing a sum not ex- 
ceeding $10,000 to the Alberta Fish 
and Game Association for bounties 
on predatory birds. Bounties will be 
25 cents a pair for the feet of gos- 
hawks, horned owls and snowy owls, 
and five cents for crows and mag- 
pies, 


Just Stubborn 


EDMONTON. — An Edmonton pe- 
destrian found his way was blocked 
by four cars parked across a side- 
walk outside a city garage. The 
garage proprietors refused to move 
the cars so the pedestrian walked 
over the tops of the four vehicles. 
The garage men called police, They 
were told they must not block the 
sidewalk, The pedestrian was told 
he must not walk on the tops of 
cars, The incident then was consid- 
ered closed. 


Vicious Dogs Captured 

VANCOUVER.—Two vicious dogs 
were captured and killed when they 
returned to the scene of the crime— 
the chicken coop in which they had 
killed 155 birds. The marauders 
were a German Shepherd dog and a 
Sheep dog. 


Cutworms Worry Farmers 
WINNIPEG.—Cutworms have be- 
come widespread in southern Mani- 
toba and are causing concern among 
farmers and market gardeners, Prof. 
A. V. Mitchener of the University of 
Manitoba said, He ts head of the 
department of entomology. The pests’ 
activity has been enhanced by recent 
dry weather which they prefer. Re- 
ports from Portage la Prairie said 
total loss has been suffered in some 
patches of as much as 50 acres, 


Record Halibut Catch 

PRINCE RUPERT, B.C. — The 
Ocean Pride of Vancouver arrived 
here with what is believed to be the 
record Canadian halibut fishing trip. 

Capt. Oisten J. Hansen reported he 
had brought in 100,000 pounds of 
halibut after “a week's mighty hard 
fishing”. 


The trip was the ship’s maiden

PORTAGE LA PRAIRIE. — Jim 
Inglis, superintendent of Island Park, 
believes that great horned owls have 
a place in nature's scheme—but that 
place isn’t among the ducks in his 
park sanctuary. 

Four predatory-minded owls learn- 
ed this in fatal fashion recently 
when they dived on ducks just re- 
leased on an ice-rimmed park. pond, 
A few casualties occurred before 
traps could be set.

ALBERTA 


Wolves Gobble 
Poisoned Bait, 
Says Supervisor 


PRINCE ALBERT, Sask.—The 
death knell is being tolled on 
northern Saskatchewan's preda- 
tory wolf packs. 

After years of unsuccessful com- 
bat against the wolves, the Saskat- 
chewan game department last winter 
introduced poisoned bait. The re- 
sult—154 dead wolves. The surpris- 
ing thing was the wolves like the! 
poisoned bait. They gobbled it up. 

Harold Read, game supervisor at 
Prince Albert, announced some of the 
findings after the winter-long cam- 
paign against the animals, 

He found that of the 41 bait sta- 
tions set up the most effective were 
in the path of migrating caribou. 
Those outside the area accounted for 
only a few wolves, 

In the caribou area 17 wolves were 
killed at one station and the average 
“take"’ was nine, 


It was thought that wolves would 
shy away from the cyanide and 
strychnine-poisoned bait, but this 
was unfounded, 


“The wolves rubbed up against the 
trees, often chewed off and played 
with the warning signs and literally 


gulped down the baits,” Mr. Read 
said, 
The annual toll of caribou, deer, 


elk and moose killed by wolves has 
been placed as high as 50,000, Pro- 
vincial game officials are considering 
poison campaigns every winter. 
World sheep numbers at the begin- 
ning of the year were estimated at 
808 million, three per cent. above the 
previous record of 782 million in 1948. 


ANIMAL DISEASE 
DOES NOT RESTRICT 
TRAVEL IN CANADA 


REGINA.—Addressing the last so- 
cial-business meeting of the season 


for the Regina chamber of commerce, 
Alex Aitken, manager, deplored the 
prevalence of rumors in the United 
States of restricted Canadian travel 
due to foot-and-mouth disease, 

“We have done everything possible 
to combat these rumors. We have 
sent letters to many newspapers in 
the nearby states and also used ra- 
dio stations there,” he said. “It’s very 
important for our tourist trade that 
we stop these false rumors.”

NOKOMIS, Sask.—When P. M. 
Riffel, a farmer of the Nokomis 
district west of here died recent- 
ly his wife, who remained on the 
farm, was not able to get any 
of the spring work done. 

While she was in Regina, at- 
tending to funeral arrangements.

bors organized a bee and in a 
few hours seeded 190 acres of 
wheat on the Riffel farm. 


MORE MUSTARD 
BOW ISLAND, Alta.—Acreage set 
aside for commercial mustard has 
been increased by 10 per cent. in 
southern Alberta this spring. Alto- 
gether 500 acres have been seeded 
to mustard,

There no law in Canada against 
the sale of horse meat.

Any attempt on 
the part of municipal authorities to 
prevent people from eating horse 
meat, by refusing to license the sale 
of it, would be an impertinence and 
an abuse of the licensing power, If 
we don’t eat horse meat it will be 
because we don’t want to eat it, not 
because the authorities don’t approve 
of it.

The large scale thefts of govern- 
ment property from military camps 
does not indicate that Canadian mil- 
itary men are less trustworthy than 
any other class of citizens. It does 
indicate that there is more opportun- 
ity for that kind of thing in the pub- 
lic than in private industry because 
government property is less zealously 
guarded than is private property. 
In private industry the rule is ‘“‘at- 
tend to business or go bankrupt.”

In the government service there is 
no such incentive to do one’s best, for 
government enterprises don’t go bank 
rupt. No matter how) inefficient they 
are they always have the taxpayers 
to fall back on to make up any losses 
that migiit arise out of their negli- 
gence. These are things we should 
think of when we are asked to en- 
trust all our industries into the hands 
of the government. j 


The Ottawa Letter 


The basic purpose of the police 
force the courts of law anu the penal 
institutions is the protection of so- 
ciety. As 98 peccent of the immates 
of penitentiaries are finally released, 
the hope is that they will ve gvod 
citizens when they are again at lib- 
erty. Measures have been taken oy 
the department of justice and by the 
staffs of the prisons to give the in- 
mates a better outlook on life and to 
strengthen them physically and men- 
tally so that they will be useful mem- 
bers of society, 

Wien the conduct is good, inmates 
are given up to 20 cents’ per day and 
large part of this must be gaved 
against the day of release although 
some can be spent for candies, gum, 
etc. Ti/ey are allowed to get any 
daily newspapers without censorship 
so they can keep in touch with cur- 
rent affairs. ‘ 

Last year for the first time, Christ- 
mas parcels were admitted within 
the walls. Standard parcels of the 
value of from $1 to $3 were put up 
by commercial firms, These parcels 
were paid for privately but practi- 
cally all were shared during 
the Christmas season. 

Schools for wardens and staff 
conferences are held and, wiiorever 
possible, young and reformable pris- 
oners are separated from the hard- 
ened criminals. Mess halls are pro- 
vided so that meals can be enjoyed 
and more hospitals, chapels and 
schools are being constructed. In- 
mate committees elected and  var- 
jous sport programs are arranged. 
In some areas _ penitentiary teams 
have been recognized in city softball 
leagues and other events of this 
kind. 

Service clubs have provided en- 
couragement for these people within 
the darkened halls by supplying 
radios and moving picture projectors 
fo their use. 

Both Catholic and Protestant choirs 
have been organized and singing 
makes a great appeal to all inmates, 
There is an organist provided to 
lead and supervise this activity in 
every institution.

‘WHEREAS it is deemed expedient 
for the Town of Gleichen to in-

AND WHEREAS the cost of
